4une Boyje 
a Gentlewoman of an ancient houſeand 
worſhiptull family in Kent, ro whoſe carc he 
committed the ordering of his outward 
eſtate, he himſelfe oncly minding the ſtu- 
dics and weighty affaires of his hcavenly 
calling, inthe which for the ſpace of twen- 
ty yeares and more, he was ſo diligent and 
laborious, that twice every Lords day hee 
preached, and Carechized in the After- 
noone, in which Catechiſme he expcunded 
the Creed and ten Commandements in a 
vcry exa& manner ; And upon every Holy- 
day,and on eyery Friday before the Sacra- 
ment 
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ment he expounded ſotneChaprerbywhich 
meanes he went over the greater portion-of 
the Hiſtoricall part of the Old and New Te- 
ſtamenr. And in them all, as was well obſer- 
ved by alearned and grave: * Divite that

I could, rendering my reaſor.s againſthis refoluti- 
on; after hee ha4 well chought upon't, it never 
went furthcr, all was daſh: tor ever. Yet letme 
ecll you, he had forms ily given me encourage- 
ment hereunto; intreating me Oncein private, to 
dealc plainly with him. An! now I am gricv'd at 
heafc, I did not more in chys kind, Now I would 
to Gov, you would imitare him in this alſo, 
eſpecially youchat ar: grear ones,” Alas! Youle 
give the Phy lician leave tor-l! yourhe diſeaſes of 

your body; the Lawycr tc thew you any flaw

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that is in your ſtate : your Horſe.keeper to tell 
you the ſurfers of your horſe: nay, your Huntſ. 
man the ſurrances of your dogs: and ſhall onely 
the Miniſter of G o Þ nottcll you your ſoulesare 
bleeding to everlaſting death * Now Go vp 
forbid, 

Indufiryin oves 4. His taking his highplace to heart, I meane 

partiexlar ptace- his extraordinary induſtry and indefatigableneſſe 
in his judiciary imployments, His painefulneſle 
this way was wonderfull even after his laſt ficke- 
neſſe had ſeaz'd upon him. If Iſhould report un- 
to you the particulars from eye.-witneſles, you 
would marvell. Ang Irather name and commend 
this unto you, becauſe the contrary is cauſe of 
great miſery in a Common-wealth. Oh it is 1a. 
mentable, when men mount into high roomes on- 
ly in a bravery, and vanity, and defire to be ad- 
or'd aboye others; or follow the execution of 

rhe miſchieſe of *REIT places, and adminiſtration of juſtice, onely 

«wg bigh places AS 2 Trade, with an unquenchable and unconſcio- 

for game. nable thirſt ofgaine; which juſtifies rhe common 
reſemblance of the Courts of Tuſtice torhe Buſh , 
whereunto, while the ſheepe flies for defence in 

weather, he is ſurero loſe part of his fleece : when 
cunning heads hunt after greatnetlc and promoti. 
on, purpolely to execute the luſts of their owne 
hearts, and atraine their owne ends. Oh | this is 
the curſe and cut-throat of worthy States; the 
bane and breake-necke of all honeſt governmenr. 
Formalities of juſtice withoutareall care and con. 
{(cience to fearch the truth, and deale vuprightly, 
do bur ſerve to {mother innocency and right : and 
that 
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that which was neceſſarily ordain'd for the com- 
mon good, isthrovgh ſhamefull abuſe made the 
cauſe of common. miſery. . I would all the Magi- 
ſtrates in the- Country: -were my: hearers in this 
Point; I wquld hence intreat them with all ear- 
neſtneſſe and contention of Spirit, asthey love ei. 
ther Goo,» or their Country; that they would 
withall nobleneſſe of a free ſpirit, and eleareneſſe 
of a good conſcience, take their Places of Tuftice 
to hearty be active, conſcionable, refolutez not 
onely formall and cyphers , hunters after praiſe 
and plauſibleneſſe ; that they would abominate 
even all appearance of bribery and partiality to 
the pir of hell: thatthey would not be angry with 
os when we preſle and perſwade them to round 
courſes againſt the Papiſts, and dejetion of Ale- 
houſes, upon which point His royall Majeſty,and 
the worthy Iudges ſo much beat; and whenall's 
ſaid, arethe finkes and ſources of all villany, &c. 
otherwiſe, howſocver they may pleaſe them- 
ſelves with the common applauſe : it were 
better the Common-wealth had never knowne 
them, 

5. His reſoluteneſle agaioſt riſing by corrupti- 
onand bribery. Whereupon (as I have heard) 
when he was firſt preſented to thar place of ho- 
nour about the Prince,it pleaſed our gracious So- 
veraigneto ſtile him the Iudge which would give 
no money, A blcſled thing it were, were this 
heart inal. Then ſhould we not have vines, olive 
trees, and figge trees wither away in obſcurity, 
and brambles brave it abroad in the world. We 
M 3 ſhould 
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ſhould not have ſervants by infinuation and bribe- 
ry clime on Horle-back,when Princes like ſervants 
walke upon the ground, And this worthy Part in 
Him, wasa very convenient  Companiioh, and ne- 
cellary Conſequent as that was of che former. For 
Ilenever beleeve, that a man which purpoſcs from 
his Hearttobe faithfull ina publick - Charge, will 
ever be very forwardin an ambirious purſuir of ir. 
Theilluminationof Nature caughrrhe heathens fo, 
and thereforerhey condemneirby a law de ambzru. 
Hunting after one hic roomeeven morally is moſt 
unworthy a Man of honour and worth, and Hce 
cannot better expreſic His inſufficiency, and weak. 
neſlc of Spirit , who is tranſported with an impo- 
rent and impatient Humour this way. Butnow if 
to this ambitious baſencſle there be an addition of 
bribery, ir makes the matter a great deale more 
vile, and diſhonourable. Of rhis hatefull Merchan. 
dizing,befides other infamics and iniquities,which 
mingle with it, itis commonly faid, That Hee 
which liveth in groſle, ſellerth by reraile. Andther. 
fore ifa Man would continuetruly Noble and 
Worthy, comfortable in His conſcience,and faith- 
full in His Place,if He beeadvanc't, let him either 
riſe faircly, or elſe thanke Go », and bee content 
with His preſent ſtation. 

6. Ancalineſſe ofacceſle, affableneſſe of ca- 
riage: A faire, loving, kind deportement towards 
all. Ineverſawa Man of ſuch worth and great- 
ncſle looke more mildly upon a mecanc Man tn m 
life. And yet with ſograve apreſence,thar neither 
the authority of his Perſon , nor due attributions 
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to His Place receiv'd anydiſparagement or diminu- 
tion. I omirnot even this, becauſeeven in thisalſo 
He might have beene a notable Precedenttotake 
downe thchaughty imperiouscarriage of many a- 
broad inthe world of tarremore inferiour Worth 
and Ignoble birth. For amongſtall the degenera- 5% en 406. 
tions of our gentility ; ( I ſpeake natofall, we have © 
many truly ſocalled and worthy Genrtlemen)from 
that true Nobleneſle and Ancient: Worth, which 
dwclt formerly in the' Gentle breſts of Engliſh 
Nobles, this is not the leaſt : Thattheythinke ro 
beare downe all before thear with an artificiallaf- 
fected impetuouſneſle,as.it were, ot Countenance, 
a diſdaintull neglect and contemptapulnes mtheir 
Cariage, with a kind of outbraving and brow. bea- 
ting of their Brethren. As though brave Apparell 
and a big looke were demonſtrations of a/Noble 
Spirit, whereas very oftenrhey onely guild over” a 
worthlefle, weake and graceles Inſide, ASamongſt 
Profeſſors of Religion, Hee's the beſt Chriſtian, 
whichis moſt humble: ſo.in theSchoole of Mora- 
lity he-hatt-been holden the trueſt - Gentleman, 
whichris moſt courteous,

ers. | 'Follow Him alſo in this. Hee taſted the ®** 
fruic of cio his laſt extremities. For beingeaſt by 
Gods Providence uponthart Place in the Country 
where He had not ſuch meanes, and opportunities 
for thoſc laſt comfortable Spirituall Aſſiſtances, 
which a dying Man would defire ; They were 
both able,and did pray with Him to the Occaſion, 
and preſent neceſſities, wherewith he ſeemed tobe

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much affected,and ſpoke feaſonablyuntoHim our 
ofthe Booke of G o Þ, W hereupon I muſt tell 
you; (Leras many prophane ſcornefull Spirits 
iybc or gaaſh the Tecthat it, as will) Thoſe Fol- 
lowets of His whoſoever they were, call them Pu- 
ritancs,or what you will ; Howloeverthey mighe 
miſle in ſome complementall circumſtances, by 
reaſon of thoſe amazments and griete which ſare 
freſh upon their Hearts for the loſle of their ſo No4 
blca Lord, yer they did Him inthoſe laſt Agonies 
morerrue ſervice and Honour then all the ſwagge- 
ring Good. fellow Serving men will doetheir Ma.

8. A right conceit and commendation of pro- 
ficable and conſcionable Sermons.

the wiſe and prudent, and revealed themto Babes : And 
then aſcends tothe well-head, and firſt moover of 
all his Dealings with,and differences:amongſt the 
Sons of men, the.ſacred. and unſearchable depth 
of this wwe 'Beneplacitum,j the. = gr" of bus 
will : Even ſo Father, : for ſo it he mu gerd jn thy 
fieht. In an humble adoration of the inſcrutable, 
and immutable courſes whereof we muſt, finally 
and fully reſt with infinite ſatisfaion, filenced 
fromany further ſearch, andcarnall curioſities, by 
that awfull checke, and countermaund of Pas! : 
Nay but .0 Man, who art thou that repleeſs againſt 
G © D? Fleſhand bloud hath inall ages grumbled 
and repin'd,kickt andcavil'd- aboutthis point ; bur 
cver at Icogth by meaſuring this deepeſt Myfterie 
by the line of humane reaſon, and labauring to fa- 
thome this bottomleſle ſca by the pride of their 
owne wits, they have become wretched oppoſers 
of thegrace ot G © y, 'We behold the Sun, and 
njoy the light, as long as we looke towards it, but 
-nderly, and circumſpectly ; We warme our 
ſelves 
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ſelvesfafcly,while we ſtand neerethe fire. Butif we 
fecke toourface the one,or enter imtothe otber,we 
forthwith become blinde, or burnt, It is propor. 
tionably in the preſent point. 

Heere by the way from our Saviours words — 
wee may extract a —_ Antidote” againſt ,gpmuy of - 
thoſe remprations, and'diſconrented reaſonings diag. 
which are wontto ariſe in our hearrs ſometimes, 
when welee thoſe great onesof the world, who 
looke ſo big, and carrie their heads ſo high,- not 
onely rocarrie all before them, ro wallow, and 
ttmble themſelves with all bravery and a 
plauſcinthe glory, wealth, and pleaſure of the 
world, ro {\wimme downe thecurrent ofthe rimes 
with full faile, and proſperous winde, though ma. 
ny timesagainſt theſecrer murmure, and counter. 
blaſts even of their own Conſci:znces. In a word, 
ia theſe worſt times to have what they liſt, and do 
whatrthey will: but alſolay about them with the 
fiſt of wickedneſſe, and ſcourge of rongues, to 
trample if ir were pofhible the lambes of 
Cuxrsr even intotheduſt, with the feete of 
maliceandpride, by a plauſibletyranny, and aide 
ofthe times iniquiry to keepe them downe (till, 
and ſtill in diſgrace * hunting them continually 
with cruclty and hate like a Partridge in the 
monmaines, as the Phariſces did Currsr: I 
ſay whenwe ſcethis, let us never be troubled and 
rake offence : let us never begrieved or growdiſ- 
content or out of heart. But putty them, pray for 
them,and poſſeſſe our owne ſoules in paticnce,and *9/* ges

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Saviour; . got in private, and ſay : I chanke thee_, 0 
Father, Lok v of Heaven and earth , becauſe thou 
baft revealed the Myſteries of Cunrsr, and 
ſecrets of the ſaving way to mee apoore wretch, 
and worme, troden under foot as an object of 
ſcorne, and a contempribleourcaſt, and: haſt 4d 
them from the wiſe, and the noble, and the mrghty :

the-world. Even fo Father, for ſo.it ſeemed good in 
thy ſight. Andtaert ftayinga while, ever magni- 
fic, admirc,andadore with lowlicſt, humblcſt,and 
moſtthankefull thoughts that deareſt and dread- 
full Depth of Go Þ s freeand incomprehenſible 
love which mage thee to differ, Which is as it were 
the firſt ring of that goldenchaine, Kom. 8.29.30.

beantifull than the morning or the evening-ſlarre. But 
notwithſtanding bent the wrong way, and ſpene 
upon private and pernicious ends, it becomesthe 
fowlcſt fiend the Devill hath upen earth, and his

Gop more excellent and glorious fervice : 
Thirdly , rodoemorenobly in Bpbrarhs, and be 
more famous in Betblehem : I meane, by an edi- 
fying and charitable influence to illuminate and 
berrer all about them : The moſt learned men 
have thoſe worldly ends, and comply exaQtly 
with the world: hunting -onely after by their 
knowledge, and aſpiring towards (as their utmoſt 
aimes) certaine ſecond prizes: as though they la- 
bourcd onely by their learning ro find (as one 
ayes well:) acomch' wherenpes to re, «ſearching

rurne the edge of it to the dangerons hurr of 0- 
thers: and fo by conſequent andby accident, it 
proovesa mighty barre to keepe Crunnrsr and 
His kingdome outof their hearts. 

.Lerme in a word by'an inſtance intimate unto 
youthe traines and temptations to which they ex- 
polc themſelves, rhe ſnaresand curſes whichthey 
incurre, who bend cheir abilities'of learning, clo- 
{ing withthe corruprions of the time, to raiſe and 
enrich themfelves; the two maine-ends of the 
moſt. in theſe covetous and ambitious daies. 

Firſt, there is aplant inthe nurceries. of litera- 
ture of groa: expectation and hope : which being 
watcred,2nd warmed atthe well-heads of Acade- 
mical] learning, and with the fruittull heat of Pole- 
micall merci and agirations in the Schooles, 
wherein thetrue worthand excellency of aSchol- 
ler covfiſts, growes ripe and becomes remarka- 
ble; ſothat bc hearcs after him inthe ftreers a ſe- 
cret. murmuring :. Thu « themasn : Dignum ef mon- 
ftrarict gr dicier His eff + Nowby this time hee be- 
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gins toreflet with the eye of ſelfe.love, and man y 
vaine-gloripus glaunces upon his perſonall wort 

and.publike applauſe: and rhen caſts about what 
courſetotake, Go Þ s principle and parh is: Te 
isbctter to be good, than grear; religious, than 
rich: And therefore He would have himimploy 
and improove all his naturall and acquired cn- 
dowments, all the powers and poſſibiliries of bo- 
dy and ſoule upon His glory and ſervice thatgave 
them, and where they are more than infinitely 
duc. And that when the good hand of divine pro- 
vidence ſhall bring him to any place for the exer-

monly he never ſers prophane peoplerogerherby 
the eaxes andat odds, but:when his owne king- 
domemay be more ſtrengrhened, and their foules 
more <ndanger'd by diflention, than by rheif par- 
takingin prophaneneſle, and brotherhood in ini- 
quity, Let ir not- ſeeme ſtrange” then, when 
towncs and pariſhes where. conſcionablemeancs 
are wanting, live; merrily and. pleaſantly , for, 
they walke together itrthe knoc of good-fellow. 
ſhip, through the; broad way, -they- follow the 
courſe of their owne corruptions, and ſwing of 
their corrupt affecion; and-{wim downethe cur- 
rent of the times, andareat Satans beck rods him 
any deſperate and notorious ferviceat all affaics, 
in all paſſages of prophanenefle, and offices of im- 
picty and rcbellion :, bur bring among fuch 2 
powerfull Minjſterie, which rakes a'rght-courfe 
for che plantation of grace, and ſalvation oftheir 
ſoules: and then marke how ſpirefully arid 'furts 
ouſly Saran bcgias to beſtirre himſelfe ; _—_ 
O 2 is 
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his owne malice and machinations, he preſently 
ſcts on fopt.and on fire roo all that belong unto 
him in his inſtigation., They band and combine 
themſelves with great rage and indignation a. 
gainſt the power of the Word, and the faithfull 
meſſengers of G o pv. They fret, and fume, picke 
unnecelJary. quarrcls, raile, flander, and indeed 
foame out filchily their owne ſhame, in diſgracing 
the trurh of Go Þ withouralltruth or conſcience: 
and if Satan fpics any -poore ſoule amongſt them 
to be pulled our of his clutches and kingdome of 
darkneſſeby the preaching of the Wor he pre- 
ſently ſers allthe reſt upon himas ſo many dogged 
curres,or rather furious wolves (for ſo our bleſſed 
Saviour makes cho compariſon)-upen a hartntlefle 
lambe; he whets (likeſharpe razors) all the lyin 
and lewd congues in therowne,andrips them wit 
thevery. fire of hell; fo that they plead for pro- 
pojpradie, prophaning the Sabbath,” and many 
hofull foelerics and vanities inall places where 
they. come;,., He makes 'rhoſe who have” alittle 
morewit, his cloſe. factors and-under-hand.dea- 
lers: for that ſtands nor with- Satans policy, and 
the reputation of the worldly-wife, that them- 
ſelves thould be open actors/In childiſh vanities, 
and profes'd enemues to the Law'of Gov : they 
do him ſufficient ſcrvice by being ſecrer patrons 
and protectors of impicty, c Hers and coun- 


© tenancers of the works of darkeneſſe : he fils the 
audoectts mouthes: of the ignorant with ſlanderous com- 


plaints and cries, tharthere was nevergood world 
lance there'was. ſo much knowledge : that there 


way 
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was never more preaching, bur never lefſe work- 
ing: whereas (poore ſoules) they never yet knew 
what grace or good work meant, or ſcarce good 
word : but their naughty tongues, and hatred to 
be reformed, are true cauſes why boththe world 
and places where they live,are farre worſe, Thoſe 
that are deſperately and notorioufly naught, he in. 
forces and inrages like mad dogs ; fothat they im. 
pudcntly and openly barkeat, and with their im- 
poyſoned fangs furiouſly ſnatch at their hurtlefſe 
hand which would heale and bind up their blee- 
ding ſoules: they are like dogs barking at the 
Moone; for, Go vs Miniſters are ſtarres in the 

right hand of Curzrsr, Revel.1.16. If they 

would doc them any = harme, they muſt 

plucke them thence; bur let them take heed 

how they be bold and butfie that way, leſt at laſt 
they take a beare by the tooth, and awake a (leep. 

ing lyon. 


Thus you ſee what aſtirre the Divell keepes P*ySatarſo 


when he is like to be driven from his hold by the - 


power of the Word: and how he playes the De- 
vill indeed, when the light of the Goſpell begins 
ro ſhinein a place which himſclfe hath long kept 
in darknefle and errour by thoſe twofold hiends, 
ignorance and prophaneneſle. Perhaps at the ve- 
ry firſt riſing of that glorious ſun of the Word of 
life unto a peoplethar hath fir in darkneiſe and un- 
derthe ſhadow of death, it breeds onely aſtoniſh- 
ment and amazcment,. they are for a while onely 
dazclled with the glory and beaury of forare and 
extraordinary alight, butwhen after ſome little

ſpace they be thorowly heated, and ir begin to 
burne up their noy ſome luſts, to gall their guilty 
conſciences, to ſting their carnall hearts, ro vexe 
and diſquict their coverous aff-ions, then begins 
allthe ſtirre, and Satanto play his part : the lud- 
den infliction of a wound 1s not ſo very painefull, 
and while it is greene it is not ſogrievous, but af- 
ter, when it comesto be ſearched in cold bloud, to 
have tents purtinto it, and corraſives - 1mapy 
itgocthto the heart: When the ſword ofthe Spi- 
rit firſt ſtrikes the carnall hcarr, it may perhaps 
beate away the blow reaſonable well ; but if the 
Chirurgion of the ſoule, I meane the Miniſter of 
the Word follow his cure __ and open the 
wound wider,as hee ſecs need,apply ſpirituall cor. 
rofivestocat away the ranknefle of the fleſh, and 
the poyſon of fin, then begins the prophane man 
(itthe Lon Þ givehim nor graceto ſuffer his ſoule 
tobe laved) torage and rave with the ſmart of ir, 
and perhaps with malice and fury to fly intothe 
face of his ſoules Phyſitian. 

Sce the humour of prophane men againſt the 
power of a conſ{cionable Miniſtery, er.44-15, 
&c. eAfts 13.8. and Cap.14.2.&c. and Ver.19, 
and Cap.16,19. and Cap.17.5. and Ver, 33. and 
Cap.19.29. and 24.5. 

This ſpire and malice of Saran againſt ſincerity 
andgrace isto be ſecne allo in private families: if 
the governours of the houle, the children and ſer- 
vants be all prophane(as it 15 very true of very ma- 
ny in moſt places) then they are paſſing well met 
tor marter of Religion, and were there nothi 

among 
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amongſt them to breed difference and diſſention, 
but Gops ſervice, they would never fall out : for 
they arc all content to heare nomore, or more of- 
ten of the affaires of heaven, judgements for fin, 
the waycs of Gov, and reformation of their life, 
than they muſt needs : they are all willing and for- 
ward to propbane the Sabbath, in one kind or 0- 
ther ; ſome by abſcnting themſelves from the 
houſe of G o »d,ſome by worldly talke all the day 
long, ſome by idleneſſe, ſome by ſinfull ſports, 
&c. They are well content to;liedowneat night, 
like wild beaſts-in their dens, withour lifting up 
their hearts together unto thar merciful] Go » 
which hath preſerved and proſpered them all the 
day: to riſc upalſo inthe morning, prayerleſle, 
or onely with formall prayers. They all joynein 
maliceagainſt the Miniſtry of the Word, in flan- 
derous lies againſt the meſſengers of Gov, in 
baſe and reviling ſpeeches againſt rhe profeſſours 
of Chriſtianity, The reaſon is, they are all pol. 
ſeſſed with the ſame ſpirit of prophaneneſle, love 
of pealiret, hatredto be reformed, andcarnality 
of heart, Butifironce pleaſe the Lox Þ to planr 
grace in the heart ofthe Maſter of the family; ſo 
thathe begin to plant in his houſe reformation, 
houſhould inſtruction, prayer, ſanification ofthe 
Sabbath, and other holy orders, andgodly excr- 
ciſcs ; then preſently begins the Devilltoſtirinthe 
hearts and tongues of their prophane ſervants : 
they begin to be furioufly impaticnr of ſuch pre- 
ciſeneſle, ſtrineſle, and reſtraints (for ſo they 
wickedly and wrongfully call the pleaſures of 
O 
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graceand way ro heaven) they can by no meanes 
digeſt ſuchnew faſhions: they'l not be troubled 
with giving account of Sermons they heare'; 
they'l have their recreation on the Sabbath, thar 
they will: they'Inot be mew'd:upar home, when 
other mens ſervants are at their ſports abroad, &c, 
Nay perhaps even their owne children (except 
the Lo n v (eaſoathem with the ſamegrace) may 
grow ſtubborne and refractory, and very rebelli- 
ous and diſobedicnt to the beſt things : ſo thatin a 
holy ſcnſe,C nn 1 s r s words may be theretruly 
verified, Marth.10.34,35, Thus was zealous 
David troubled with the vanity of a ſcornefull, 
proud, and prophang wife, 2.$4m.5.20. Abel 
with a bloudy brother, Gen.4.8. 1acobwitha pro. 
phanc Eſau,Gen.27.41. Iſaac with a mocking 1(h- 
mael : And many a gracious heart in families 
whcre grace beares not ſway, withthe lewdneile, 
malice, and ungodly oppoſitions of thoſe among 
whom they live, 
Impiow parents Or if it fo fall outthatthe power of grace ſcaze 
entre met 249% ontheheartof afervantor fonne, ſothat hebegin 
Nor Maſters, to be ſenſible of the ignorance, diforders, pro- 
phancoeſle, and finfull confuſtons of the houſe 
where hedwels : defires to ſpend the Sabbath as 
Chriſtians uſero do: then preſently begins Saran 
to put rage into the heart, and frownings intothe 
fcc of the tatheror maſterof the family ; herthen 
takes on,tels him, that ſuch cine 1s not for 
his profit, hee'l haveno ſuch inferiour fellow ro 
be a reformer of his family : hee'l not be control 
lcd and contradictedin his owne houſe, hee'l go- 
vernec 


oo 
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verne his people-in the oldfaſhion as his father did 


before him, 8&c. ſothat there is no longer biding 
for that new convert under ſuch acrabbed maſter, 
without a very great deale of patience,. All this, 
and a thouſand more milchietes are the blacke 
broods and bloudy cffe&s of Satans malice :- 
gainſt the power ofthe Word, and the plantation 
of grace. 

G o Þ Himſeclfeis the Gop of peace, Cunisr 
Izsvs the Princeof peace,and the bleſſed Spirit is 
the founraine of peace, thar paſicrh all underſtan- 
ding, the holy Wordis the Goſpell ot peace, the 
faithfull Miniſters are the Mciſcngers of reconci- 
liation and peace, the Saints of Go'p arc the 
children of peace : The Divell and the rebellious 
corruptions of prophane men arc indeedand truth 
the true cauſes ofall theſe ſtirs and ſtrong oppoti- 
tions, whichare raiſed aty where, at any time,any 
waiecs inthe caſe and cauſe of Religion, The fault 
I confeſle, and impuration of troublefomeneſle is 
laidupon G o Þ s children by the lewd tongues 
ofgraccleſſe men. See Jer.15.10. utterly without 
caulc. 1.Kings 18. 17. AH 24.3.9 butthcle 
and thelike arelies hatch't in Hell, and managed 


 bvuthemalice of carnall men. And that was mot 


truce, whichthe blefled Prophctof Goo Þ E/yahb, 
andtheholy Apoſtle Saint Pani anfwered in ſuch 
caſes, 1. Kings 18.18. cAf#524.13, 14+ and 1o 
proportionably may all Chriſtians an{wer all pro- 
phane -wretches amongſt whom they live: Iris 
you and your prophanefamihes, your proud ige

Miniſtery,&c, which trouble 7/rael, are therrue 
cauſes of all Diſſentions and diſquictneſſe, and 
bring upon us' all theſe plagues and judgements 
which any way afflit us, Agodly Miniſter ſtands 
at ſtavesend withall the world, and hath the moſt 
enemics of any man, He muſt warre not only with 
deſperate ſwaggerersand notorious finners,btral. 
ſo with civill honeſt men,formall Profeſlors,coun- 
tcrfeit Chriſtians, unſound converts, relapſed crea- 
rures,&c, 

5. Laſtly, Thar particular perſon;,whom it plea. 
ſesthe L o x ptoſanctifie and ſet apart for his ſer- 
vice, hath good experience of Satans fury and 
rageagainſt ſincerity and grace: there 1snota man 
that paſſeth out of the powers of darkeneſſe and 
Sarans bondage, by the power ofthe word, but he 
preſently purſues him farre more furiouſly, then 
ever Pharaoh didthe Iſraclites, to recover andre. 
gaine himinto his kingdome., See my diſcourſe of 
Happineſſe,pdg.60. 

Thus I have given you a taſte of the Devills 
malice and machinations againſt the light of the 
Goſpcll, the power of Gop s truth, and the 
Miniſtery of the Word: now you muſt under- 
ftand that worldly wiſdome is his very right hand, 
neareſt counſellor and chiefeſt champion in all 
theſe miſchnevous plots and furious outrages a- 
gainſt Go Þ and goodneſſe, This hath beene 
morethen maniteſt in all ages of the Church: In 
thoſe great Politicians, the Scribes and Phariſees; 
in the States-men of Rome, in our times, and a- 
monegſt us daily : worldly-wiſe men, that are only 

guided 
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guided by carnall reaſon, rhey imploy their wir, 
thcir power, their malice, their friends, their un. 
der-hand dealings, their policy and their purſes 
to0,unleſſerthey be toocoverous; to hinder, ſtop, 
diſgrace, and flander the paſſage of aconſcionable 
Miniſtery and the Mcflengers of Almighty Gop, 
of whom the Lo = » bath ſaid, Toxch not mine an- 
nointed,and doe my Prophets no barme, Pſalme 105.15, 

They ever imitate and follow to a haires bredth 
their Father the Devill in malice and practiſe a- 

gainſt grace and good men , except ſometimes 

they forbeare for atime for advantage, for reputa. 

tion ; or ſuch other by.reſpectsand private ends : 

exccpt naturally they be cxcraordinarily —_— 

ous,and of very loving and kinde naturall diſpofi- 

tions ; or be reſtrained by feare of fome remark- 

able judgement, from perſecution of the Mini- 

ſters. 

2. As worldly wiſedome is divelliſh, as Saint *ywiſdeme 
James calls it, andever mixed with a ſpice of Hel. * "_ 
liſh malice and virulency againſt the Kingdome of 
Caxnrsr: fo itis alſo earthly, for it mindes 
onely earthly things,and though thar caſts beyond 
the Moone for matters of the world, yer it bath 
not an inch of forecaſt for the world to come : 

But though a man be to paſle, perhaps the next 
day, nay the next houre, nay the next moment, to 
that dreadfull rribunall of G op, and to an un- 
avoideable everlaſting eſtare in another world, 
cither inthe joyes of heaven, or inthe paines of 
hell, yet it ſo glues and nailes his hopes, delires, 
projects, and reſolutions to tranſitory pelte, and 
things

things of this life, as though both body and ſoule 
arthcir diſſolution, ſhould be wholly andeverla- 
ſtingly reſolved, and turned into earth, duſt, or

To give you a taſte of this carthlineſlc of 
worldly wiſdome, give me a worldly-wiſe man, 
and, 

I, Puthim into diſcourſe of the affaircs of the 
world, and the buſineſle of his calling, and you 
ſhall find him profound and deepe in this argu- 
ment, able to ſpeake well andto the purpole, ifit 
were a whole day, and that with dexterity and 
chcerftulncfle : Bur divert his diſcourle alittle, and 
turnc him into talke of matters of heaven, of the 
great myſtery of godlineſle, the ſecrets of ſanRifi- 
cation,cales of conſcience, and ſuch like holy con- 
ference, and you ſhall find him to be a very in- 
tant, an ideot: it may be, he may ſay ſomthing 
of the generall points of Religion, of matters in 
controverlie, of the meaning of ſome places in 
Scripture: but come to conferre of practicall divi- 
nity, experimentall knowledge, paſſages of Chri- 
ſtianity,and practices of gracc, and you ſhall find 
him, and he ſhall ſhew himſelfe to be able to ſay 
juſt nothing with feeling and comfort: many a 
poore negleded Chriſtian, whom in the ſpirit of 
diſdainfulnefle, and out ofthe pride of his carnall 
wildome, he tramples upon with contempr, and 
would ſcornc ro be matcht within other matters : 
yet would infinitely ſurpaſſe him in this calc ; 
quite put him down, that he would have nothing 
tofay. 
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2. Lethim cometo ſomegreat perſonage with 

a ſuit, to intreathis favour and countenance, or to 
give him thanks for fome former goodturn;and he 
will be ableto ſpeake well, plauſibly, pleaſingly, 
© hc ſcaſonably:bur put him roprayin 
is family unto Almighty- Go» forthe pardon of 
his fins,and acrowne of lite, for the remoovall of 
damnation and aneverlaſting curſe; to powre out 
his ſoule inthankfulnefle for every good thing he 
enjoycth (for he holds all from Him) and ſuch 
a wiſe man (which is ſtrange and fearefull) in 
a bufineſſe of ſo great weight, will not be a- 
ble to ſpeake ſcarce one wiſe word without a

himſeltethe owner, and well were he if his laſt end 
might be like chcirs, that is, that bis immortall 
{oule might dye with his body : but that cannot 
be; excepr inthe meane time he repent, and re- 
nounce his carnall reaſon, he muſt be deſtroyed 
withan everlaſting perdition,from the preſence of 
Gov, and from the glory of His power. 

4. Conſider His care and affection towards 
His children ; you ſhall finde thatto be all earth :

Go» ont of the abundance of His owne 
goodnefle,. and compaſſionate conſideration of 
our weakencſſc hathallotted and allowed unto us 
fixdayes for our owne bufincfle, and reſerved but 
onetobe conſecratcd inſpeciall manner, asglori- 
ous unto Him ; and yer wretched men, they muſt 
needs clipthe L o « » s coyne,cncroach upon His 
fanctified rime, and unthankfully and accurſedly 
ſpend thoſe holy houres in which they ſhould 
treaſure up knowledge and comfort againſt that 
fearcfull day, in idlencſſe, worldlincfle, and pro- 
phane paſtimes, whereby befdes the particular 


curſe upon their owne ſoules, they many times

Thus youſec worldly wiſcdome in allthat con. 
fultation and cariages inclines unto the carrh, /pro. 
vides ever with greateſt care for the world, and {a- 
voursrankly of fleſhand bloud. 

3. Itis alſo ſenſual: for, it doth ſenſlefly pre. 
ferre the pleaſures of ſenſe and pleating the appe- 
tite, before the peace of conſcience and ſenſe of 
Gops favour, It provides athouſandtimes ber. 
ter for abody of earth, which muſt ſhortly upon 
an unavoidable neceſiity, feed the wormes,/ and 
turne to duſt , than for a preciousimmorrali{anle, 
the immediate iflue of Gov s Almightinefle, and 
which can never poſſibly die : It doth with grea- 
ter ſweerneſle and held-faſt, reliſh, apprehend and 
enjoy the furious delights of ſome boſome-linne, 
which ithath in preſent purſuit, taſteand poſlcſſi. 
on,than ſpirituall graces, Gov s favour, joy inthat 
bleſſed Spirit, and acrowne of life hereafter, for 

which it hath Go » s Word and Promiſe, if it 
would be wiſe to ſalvation. In a word: it doth 
lo highly preferre a few bitter-ſweer pleaſures for 


aninch ofrime in this vale of teares, before un- 


mixed and immeaſurable joyes thorowalleterni. 
ty intheglorious manſions of heaven : Isnotthis 
wiſdome ſtrangely nailed and glucd unto ſenſe, 
and ſtupidly fcnſleſſe in fpirituall things, thar 
though many times fore-told and fore-warned by 
the Miniſtry of the Word, yet will needs for the 
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temporary ſatisfaQion ofirs carnall, covetous, or 
ambirious hufnour, with filrhy vexing, tranſicory 

pelfe, with vanity, on wilfully and 

headlong upon eaſclefle, endlefle, and remediletſe 

torments inthe wofld ro come £ And that which 

isthe juſt curſe and plague of worldly wiſdome, 

(this ſpiriraall madnefle commonly called ) it is 

confident that it doth wiſely, and takes the beſt 

way , and thereupon becomes incortigible and 

obſtinate: For there iu more boye of a foote, them of 

bim that is miſe in hi owne converpt, Prov. 26. 22, 

And, Though thou ſhouldeſt bray « foole in a morter,yet 

willwot by fooliſhneſſe depart from him, Prov. 27.22, 
How-fearctullthen is his caſe, that ro his worldly 
wildomeyoynesconfidencein his wayes ?

wards heaven: nay, is rather like- heavy mill- 
ſtone about hisnecke, ro make him finke deeper 
into the botromleile pir of hell. 

Thercaſon why theſe grear politiciansand jol- 
ly wiſe men oof-rhe meekfetes cy arecalled) for 
all cheir depths and devices, with all their wit and 
windings, cannot underftand one tittle of the 
things of.

racles of diſcretion and policy : and it may be, thar 
they areſoby their favourites and flatterers : bur 
they muſt give' G 0» His Word, and good men 
leaveto cenſure them truly and juſtly to bethe no- 
toriouleſt fooles uponearth, becauſe they, are in.

yecld or relent one jot from it obſtinarte and our- 
ragious fury in it owne wayes: this is oncly the 
worke of the Holy Ghoſt, with the hammer ofrhe 
Word.

necked Iewes never 2 jot: Jeruſalem, lersſalem, (aith 
he, which killeſt the Prophets,@5c. Mat.23+39. Iſaiah 
that noble Propher, whoſe matchleſle eloquence 
ſurpaſſeth the capacity offhelargelt created under- 
ſtanding; and to which the powerfull eleganoies 
of prophane writers is pure barbarilme,ſhed many 
and many a gracious andgolden ſhower of ſofteſt 
and ſweeteſt eloquence upon a ſinful nation and 
rebellious people, which was fruitleſly and vainly 
{pilt as water uponthe ground, or loſt upon the 
hardeſt flint : many a piercing and powerfull Ser- 
mon had he ſpent amongſt them to the waſting 
of his ſtrength andſpirits; which yet, was to them 
as an idle and empty breath, vaniſhing into-no- 
rhing,and ſcatter'd intheaire. The L o x » (as He 
laics Himſelfe)made His mouth as a ſharpe ſword, 
and Himſelfeas a choſen ſhaft; and yet that two-

your ſelves,and your owne turncs,in idlenefle, tra- 
vailing, ſports, gail: in any carthly buſineſſe, 
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or miſ.imployment whatſoever: bur {pod har 
whole bletſed Day, wholly and onely in fpiriruall 
refreſhing, heavenly buſineſſes,divin2 worthip,and 
holy duries : in meditationupon the creatures ſpi- 
ritually, vpon the great worke of Redemprion and 
Reſurrection of Curr : and upon thar everla- 
ſting reſt above: of all whichthe Chriſtian Sab- 
barhis a remembrancer unto us, in both publike 
and private prayer, reading, ſinging oft Plalmes, 
hearing Sermons, conference, &c. and in rumina- 
ting, and (as it were) chewing the cud upon Scrip- 
ture points. Ifay, raminate (4s it were) and chew the 
cad : for, it is the very phraſe of the Church of £#- 
gland inthe Hemily for reading Scriptares., And 
thoſe revercnd and godly men which compoted 
them, expreſſethe benefir thereof emphatically : 
Thus runthe words, Let ws ruminete (of the Scrip. 
rures {c ) that we may have the ſweet juyce, ſpirituall 
eff6t, marrow, hony , kernell, taſte, an. Ent conſ0- 
{ation of chem. 1 lay, ſuppole ye were thus preſt, 
would ye notpreſently out of your worldly wil- 
domeand impatiency ro be ſo ſnaffi*dar, tobe tied 
al the dayro ſpiritual exerciſes,and reſtrain'd from 
ordinary recreations,conceive of it, and cry out a- 
Sainſt iras a puriranicall novelcy, and fooliſh pre- 
ciſenefſe? Becauſe you mention preciſencs and no. 
velty;I could (as Iam wonr,and zo make you with- 
out excuſe)appeale unto, and implore the aid of 
antiquity, which will utterly take oft ſuch aſpert1- 
ons. And here (were it incident and ſeaſonable) 1 
were able to procure Councels and Fathers,and 0- 
ther authorities concurremly to teſtific and rake 
my 
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my part,that uponthe Lox ys Day,w# arc 19 reerente 
our ſelves onhy ,m re delights : onely then ro + 
ply divine bufinefles, #nd ro do thoſethings along D 
which belong to our ſovles ſalvation, Heare their 
owne words.

Secondly,ſuppoſea Miniſter ſhould counſell you 5ommers ts 5s 
| when you come home from the houſe'of Gop, to nedirered or, 


take your Bibles,and cal both your wivesand chil- 
| drenro the comparing rogether, and conferring 
| ypon thoſe things which were taught: That the 
husband ſhould exact of the wife, and the wife aske 

of the husbandthole things thatwere there ſpoken 
and read,or at Izaſt ſome of them: Tbat you ſhould 
4 fet 
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ſcrrhis law to yqur (clyes to be kept inviolably, 8 
not onely to your {elves, bur allo to your wives 
and children:that you-would [pend that ane whole 
Day of the whole week;wheron you meet to heare 
the Word,in meditation ofthole things which are 
delivered : I ſay now inthis caſe your carnall wiſc- 
dome would reſolutely, condemae ſuch councels, 
as contrary to the counſcll of great houſes,as a way 
to become a By-wordcothe whole Country, and 
as ſavoring too rankly of a fooliſh ſtrictneſle, and 


-needleſſe fingularity, And yerthis was roridem wer- 


bi, wile, holy adviſcabove twelve hundred yeeres 
ago: For ingiving the councell; I have butrendred 
Chryſoſtome word for word in diverſe places, Hom. 
5.41 Mat, In Eph.Serm,20.Hom.2.in loan. Hom. 5 . ag 
Popul. Antioch, 
Thirdly,IfPrcachers ſhould preſſe youtoplant, 
and preſerve Family Dutics in your houlc, Prayer, 
and reading Scriptures, evening and morning, 
Singing of Plalmes,&c.and you of greateſt meancs 
may belt ſpare time for ſuch bleſſed buſinelles, 
Would not your wiledomes thinke this more then 
need : And that it would bc a fooliſh thing, and 
much againſt your profit, to rob your ſelves, and 
ſervants of ſo much rime from your worldly af- 
faires ? And ycthere I could produce foure or five 
Fathers abovea thouſand ycercs ago, preſling this 
point,and punctuall for my purpole.

thinke it extreame madneſle at the inſtance, and 
prating ota preciſecompanion,which ugderitabds 
not the world (for ſoor inthe like manner would 
you ſpeake) to part perhaps with a good part of

your eſtate? And yet CAsſtins Rule of above 
twelve hundred yeeres ſtanding, and confirmed 
concurrently by all Divines to this day, is, Thar 
Non tollitur peccatum niſi reftituatur ablatums ;, No rc. 
ſtitution, no remiſhon, And our owne Churchtels 
us intheſecondexhortation before the Commu- 
nion : That without readineſſe to make reftitution,and 
ſatifattion for wrongs done, the Sacrament as often 
as you come, doth nothing elſe but increaſe your dam 
wation, 

Thus mightI paſſe through all the points of 
Sancification, and paſlages of holy life : And all 
the great merſof the World, cither in Learning , 
Wealth, Nobility, or Wiſedome according to the 
fleſh, would Pifſe theſe cenſures upon them, and 
entertaine conceits of them proportionable rothar 
of Nicodemws about the New-birth. They willnor 
become fooles inthe Apoſtles ſenſe: And there- 
forethey are ſoak, and faſt fettered in the gall of 
bitterneſle, and bond of iniquity ; and that above 
ordinary. 

Thirdly, All ye great ones of the world in the 
ſenſeI have ſaid, As yearevery wiſc in your own 
conceits,and it may be truly ſo according to the fleſh, 
ſo you are ſelfe-conceited, and ſoule-couſeners a- 
bout your ſpirituall ſtate. For you thinke all bet- 
terthen you, roo preciſe, and all worſe then you 
too prophane ; and your {elves onely ro have hap- 
pily hir upon the golden meane; and pitch upon 
that well. rempered moderation in Religion, wher- 
by you may cnjoy remporall happincſle here, and 
cternall hereafter, Sleepe in a whole skin (as they 


ſay) 
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lay) and with a goed Conſcience : Live the lite 


of pleaſures, and dic the death of the righteous. 
Whereas robe ſoconcened,is the very comple- 
ment and perfection of folly: Andthe very ſame 
atrempt as to make two parallel inestomect. You 
thinke ye have @ reach beyond the Moone: To 
lie in fome ſweerrfinne, and yet tonourithinyour 
ſelves ſome' hope of ſalvation, To have two 
Heavens, one in this World, and another inthe 
World to come, which. was never heard of: to 
weare two Crownes of joyes: whereasI s s y s 
Cuxrsr himfelfehadrhcefirſtofcthornes, But alas! 
Bcloved, if you be ſaved in this condition, you 
muſt have a new Scripture, and there muſt bee 
found aut another way to Heaveri, then any ofthe 
Salts ever went fince the Creation or ſhall doeto 
theend ofthe World. And therefore we may fay 


of youas Yuintilien forne where; offome deladed 


with an overweening conceit-of themfelves. Thas 
they might beve proved excellent Scbollers # they 
had not beene ſo perſwaded atready : So it you did not 
thinke falſly, your ſelves ſafe already, you mighe 
be ſaved, Bur while you thus hugge the golden 
dreame of your miſtaken ſtates ro Gop-ward like 
the Phariſees, the very Publicansand Harlors ſha/

Fourthly, youthatare great intheworld inthe 
foure forenamed reſpeas, and meantin the Text , 
cannot poſhbly downe with, and digeſt dawne- 
right dealing and the fooliſbneſſe of preaching as itis 
called, Yerſ.

Upon which before I cnter, give me leave to 
give you an account, why at this time I labour ra- 
ther to worke upon yourconlciences for yourper- 
ſonall converſion, than as heretofore totender un- 
to you counſels and conſiderations, for a more 
conſcionable deportment in your ſeverallpublike 
places. Whenl well weighed with my ſelte, the 
rruth of that principle and poſition in Hooker, That 
it us no peculiar conceipt, but 4 matter of ſound conſ(e- 
quence, that all duties areby ſo much the better per form- 
ed, by bow much the men are more religious, from 
whoſe abilities the ſame proceed : And finding by ex- 
pcrience of all ages, and moſt of all intheſe worſt 
and wofull times, that men of publike imploy- 
ment and in high places,untill there be infuſed inco 
their ſoulcs by the Spirit of grace an anternall ſu- 
pernaturall principle and divine habit toworke by, 
untill a/iquid Cn 1sr1 (asthey lay) be plantedin 
them by the power of the Miniſtry, they cannot 
poſſibly be univerſally thorow, .and unthaken, 
Some (ſtrong affeRion, fearc, favour, or ſome 
thing, will make them fly our and faile in ſome 
particular very fowly, Upon, extraordinaric 
remptation they will lerve the times, and gheis 

ownre 
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ownturnes:for,alas!as yettheir ſpiritsare norſteeled 
with thar heavenly edge, and mighty vigour,as to ſer 
to their ſhoulders againſtthetorrent of thetimes,and 
not tobe overflowen with ir. I ſay,upon this ground 

I have adviſedly choſen to aſlay and follow this wa 

at thistime : for, if once youturne on the Lox vs ſi 

in truth,youarc won foreverto an invincible conſt3. 
cy andconfcionableneſſe inan uniforme, regular and 
religious diſcharge of your publike duties: and will c« 
ver hold faſt without parriality,cowardlines,or feare 
of mans face, that brave and noble reſolution, Ys fiet 
juſtitia, ruat celum, let heaven and earth be blundred 
rogether withhorrible contuſion, before I make ſhip- 
wrack of a goodconſcience,or be any waies drawnto 
dobaſely. Being incorporatcd into the rock of eter- 
nity Is s1s Cuxtsr bleſſed for ever, you will ſtand 
(like unmooveable rocks) againſt the corruptionsof 
the times,andall ungodly oppoſitions; and never be- 
fore.For,in the meanerime (ſay Miniſters what they 
will) youwill not bemoved; bur you heare our dif- 
courſcs of a faichtull diſcharge of your places, as ye 
would heare a very lovely ſong of one that hath a 
pleaſanrvoicey they leave no more impreffion upon 
your conſciences, than aſweet leflon upon the Lute 
in the care, when it is ended, for,then borh the vocall 
and inſtrumentall ſweetneſſediflolveinto the aire,and 
vaniſh into nothing : It isroo truly ſo with our Ser- , 
mons ups your ſoules. Heare your charaQterinGods 
owne words unto the Propher ; They come ant others Feek.33-41. 
the people commeth,and they fit before me 4s my peoplegand 
they heare thy words, but they will not als themy for with 
their mouth they ſbew mach love but their beart goeth af- 
ter their coverouſneſſe: and lor, thou art unto - _ 4 
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"0 «very lovely ſong of one that hath a pleaſant voice,and cax 
playwell on an inſtrument : for, they heare thy words, but 
Deut.1,159, #9 dethem not. Let us lift upour voicesnever fo high, 


orcry never ſolowd :and tell Iudges, That they ought 
net to bee afraid of the face of man, for the judgement us 
Levit.ig.is, Go ds: that in judgement, they maſt neither reſpett the 
perſon of the poore,nor honor the per ſon of the mighty - that 
| they ſhould nor onely hold their hands fromgrofle

—_—_ tuſed great preſents ſent unto him, although he was 
poore,laying,1f the thing were good, be would do it with- 
out any bribe,becauſe good : if not honeſt, he would not dt it 
——— for al the goods inthe world. But they muſt alſo be of Au- 
Bribery extends (#4715 jadgement,thatnoronly money,gold andfilver, 
to affetiow, Or preſents (as they callthem)are bribes,butthe guilr 
of bribery alſo may be juſtly imputed,even to any ex- 
orbirant affection, which ſways a man aſide from an 
umpartiall execution of juſtice : as love, feare, hatred, 
angcr,pufillanimity,worldlines,dclire of praile &ap- 
plauſe,which is 4«/#nsinſtace,8&c.Thatthey beware 
of bringing more bloud uponthe Law by ſparing the 
Num$5.33- ſpiller of bloud. Forblend (ſaith Go ») it defileth the 
land:cy the land cannot be cleanſed of the bloud thatss (hed 
thercin,but by the blond of him that ſhedet:that they muſt 
notlook upon thecauſeswhich comebeforerhem on- 
ly thgpugh the ſp<acles of a favorite,&c.and tel] Iu- 
ſtices of Peace, that they muſt be true-hearted parri- 
ots, and nor ſcrvers ofthceimnſclves, and their owne 
turnes :that they muſt beſerious,reall,and grave;nor 
only formall, not cyphers, not unnob]y light in their 
behaviour on the Bench: that rhey mult ever aime ar 
the publik geod,andneverattheirown particularand 
private cnds: thatthey ſhould diſdaineand ſcorne ar 
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any time rocombine facioufly,orfor a petty bribero 
uphold aroten cauſe, a peſtilene ale-bouſe, or lewd 
companion;& ever joyne with an unanimous magna« 
nimity to honor Go »,and do their country good. 
And tcll the Lawyers,thatthey ſhould not make heff Lawyer ſanin. 
19 berich, for ſo ſaith Salomon, they ſhall not be innocent, p,Qy.u4.20, 
nor [wallow down gold too greedily,leaſt it turne ro 
gravell,and the gall of aſps withinthem ,and they be 
entorced to vomit up the riches(as 7obi{peaketh)they 
have heaped together ſo haſtily,cither by remorſe & 
reſtitution inthe meane time,or with deſpaire, & im- 
penitent horror hercafter:that ro oppoſcand wrangle 
againſt a good cauſe, or undertake.the defence of a 
bad; are bothequally moſt unworthy the very moral 
vertuc of an honeſt Heathen,tharthey muſt notlearn 
to ſpin outthe cauſes of theirclients from Terme to 
Termec,and wire-draw their ſuits untill chey bentrer- 
ly undone; that they ſhould not now betaking inſtru- 
Ctions fromtheir clients, when they ſhould theraſelys 
here in the houſe of G © o be inſtructed ro the king- 
dome of heaven : had they this morning received a 
meſſage from the Almighty,rthatat nightthey ſhould 
appeare before thathighand — give 
anaccoun forall thingsdone inthe fleth; if they be 
not Atheiſts, or Papiſts, O with what cagerneſſe and 
violence would they have attended, addreſt, and a 
plied themſelves tothe preſent opportunity ! andlitle 
do we know what the evening may bring forth. For, 
aſſure your ſelves,there is no gan ſoafſured of his ri- 
ches, or life, but that he may be deprived ot one or 
both the very next day or hourero come, 
Andtellthe jurorsand ſworn-men,that they ſhould »or:fautn.

Ifay now, allthis while, we thus diſcourſe unto 
you,carneſtly endeavouring,and witha thirſty deſire 
ro do you good, and direct you aright, and by adi. 
vine rule in the ſevcrall duties proper to your places, 
we do but plow inthe ſea,and ſow in the aire (asthey 
lay Jexcept the immortallſeed of the Wordhath firſt 
mouldcd youanew, and yebe brought by the footy 
weſſe of preaching out ofthe warm ſuninto Gops b 
ſing,and from the fooles paradiſe of warldy wiſdom 
into the holy path of ſincere profeſſours; and there- 
upon prize and preferre. the peace ofa good conſcis 


encebeforeallthegotdinthe Weſt,and preferments, = 
in theworld; which blefled change from nature to. 


grace, is wrought by. ſuch ſtirrings ofthe ſoule, and. 


foorſteps of the ſpirit as theſe; lend me, Ibcſecch 
you, (while Ipaſſc along them)ſomthing more than- 


ordinary attentionefor, know they will ſeem ſtrange. 
things toall ſuch great ones as are intended in my 
Text,and thoſe wholive at reſt in their poſicſhons, 


and have nothingro vex them. Thevaturallſtournes,

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And the more they aremen of the world, and wiſe 
according tothe fieſh,the greater repugnancy and re- 
luQation ſhalthey find in theiraffetions againſt theſe 
ſpirituall workings, which makes the poine good 
which was proved before. But yer withoutthem in 
truth andeffect (I define not the meaſure and degree, 
Gov is a moſt free agent)rhey can-never become ci- 
thergracious mengor good Magiſtrates. They muſt 
upon neceſfiry become ſuch fooles,or they can never 
be wiſe untoſalvation,
